St. Petersburg, Oct. 15.-—The main 


armies of Russia and Japan in Man- 
churia continue to be engaged in a 
desperate 
struggle 
for supremacy 


south of Mukden. On both sides there 
have been such losses in killed and 
wounded a1* mark the contest one of 
the bloodiest battles iu history. Al- 
ready the losses at Liaoyang have 
been approximated, and the indica- 
tions are that they will be exceeded. 
that of the Russians up to noon of 
Oct. 
14 being estimated at 13,000. 


Dispatches from the tront give i 


vivid picture of the desperate charac- 
ter of the fighting along the whole 
line. 
The 
Russian plainsmen have 


i>een again i'orc°d to engage in hill 
ighting, which is little to their liking. 
There have been desperate and re- 
peated attacks on almost inaccessible 
positions, which leave no question of 
the resolution and gallantry of the 
Russian forces. Guns have been cap- 
tured and recaptured in tierce hand-to- 
hand fights, while a pitiless downpour 
of rain, the inevitable accompaniment 
of a great battle, has flooded the 
trenches and drenched both armies 
without allaying the desperate conflict. 


Many reports are current as to the 


genesis of the forward movement. It 
is freelj- said that Genera! Kuropatkin 
was forced into taking the offensive 
by pressure from St. Petersburg. This 
has been officially denied, and as Gen- 
eral Kuropatkin's order to advance 
was given over his own signature. It 
seems likely that he will have to bear 
all the responsibility whether the sit- 
uation is of his' own making or not. 
If General Kuropatkin succeeds in 
keeping the alignment of his forces, 
and the dispatches indicate that he is 
doing this, and the Japanese do not 
succeed in breaking up or cutting of? 
any considerable portion of his army, 
he will not be in a much worse posi- 
tion, even' if he should be forced to 
retire to Mukden, than he was before 
the advance began. The probabilities 
are that the losses on both sides will 
be about equal. 


Russian Losses Heavy. 


The latest word directly from the 


field of battle Is a Mukden dispatch, 
in which It is stated that 15.000 Rus- 
sians had been wounded, which would 
make the total probably exceed the 
figures of Liaoyang, and make the 
fight rank as one of the bloodiest bat- 
tles in history. A pitiable feature is 
the coming of thousands of wounded 
to Mukden. The roads and helds are 
covered with crippled men dragging 
themselves to the shelter of the hos- 
pitals, 
the 
wounded 
helping each 


other, as few able bodied men arc 
being spared from the fighting line. 


There is scanty comment in the pa- 


pers on the military situation. The 
Novosti frankly characterizes it as a 
defeat. The Novosti says, however, 
that the defeat is by no means de- 
cisive, and hopes for better news and 
a farther advance before the battle 
ends. 
The Russ says that while the 


retirement and loss of guns constitute 
an unpleasant episode, it is only an 
episode. 
General Kuropatkin's plan 


of battle, the article adds, is too ex- 
tensive to be judged by a minor re- 
verse to one part of the line, and bet- 
ter news is expected from the eastern 
flank, whence reports are yet meager, 
but where most important operations 
are proceeding. 


The latest report from General Ku- 


ropatkin reads: "The final issue of the 
battle in our right flank was unsuc- 
cessful for us. On account of a nigl'f. 
attack of the Japanese, who executed 
a turning movement, our troons were 
forced not only to abandon their posi- 
tions, but again lost the guns pre- 
viously recovered from the Japanese. 
Our forces retired to the position pre- 
viously prepared on the Shakhe river.'* 


Many Guns Captured. 


London. Oct 13.—A dispatch from 


Tokyo to the Standard says: "It is un- 
officially reported that, the Japanese- 
right army has -succeeded in isolating 
a force of three or four divisions of 
Russians in the Bensihu and Kiaotan 
district. It is rumored that Kuropat- 
kin himself is -with the force, which 
seems doomed to destruction. The 
central arrny captured 11 guns and 
the left army 25 guns, while the spoils 
of the right army are expected to be 
still more valuable."
